ONI.TA riANDKEKGHIEF. 

ATMOiavop THE Cariboo DiQaiiieBiN 'e> 

In '61 tie Oariboo ooantry, was the 
home of some of the finest gold dig 
gings under the sun, and nowhere were 
things more prosperous than ou Wil- 
liams' Creek. The digging towuahip of 
Barkerville was of a.s heterogeneous a 
composition a« all mining sottleinents 
usually are — rough tents and rougher 
men, non-stylish frame houses,- looking 
M unsettiKi aa their occupants, and 
burly log stores, wherein was crammed 
every coaceiTable article likely to be 
requisite. But there were some choice 
spirits on Williams' Greek in those 
days — Toil) Atherton, who afterward 
went with a North Pole expedition, 
•nd died .in the interest of science; W. 
D. English, at jpresent so prominent in 
'Frisco's local politics; Ned Buckley, a 
popular leading actor; the Oppenbeim- 
era, who have become wealthy mer- 
chants in the Bay Oity; Jim Loring, 
who did BO well out of the phenomenal 
Loring and Diller claim, and whoee 
partner (Diller) is now a leading light 
in Pennsylvania, and many others to 
whom these recollections will be a re- 
minder of the wonderful turns in the 
wheel of life. There wore some strange 
characters on the tield, too, such as 
Liverpool Jack, the champion "tough" 
of the age, and a curious little old-look- 
ing.jj^aog.man, who, on account of hta 
lack .of ' brain ' power, was christened 
"Witsy." It is with this poor imbecile, 
and the trouble wrought to him and by 
him on account of a simple pocket- 
handkerchief, that thia'.atory is princi- 
pally 9oncerned, 

-Tli^ ' were not many women on 
Williams' Creek — that is, not many 
who were entitled to command respect. 
All the female society that most of the 
boys had was when work was over, and 
they could go down to John Martin's 
saloon, and dance with the hurdy-gur- 
dys, as . the waiter girls were called. 
But there': waff o'ne bright eyed girl of 
sixteen that sent a thrill through any 
man whenever he came in contact with 
her, and that was Lizzie -or, as she 
was courloouHly and distinctively styl- 
ed, Miaa Lizzie Butler. Buller '.^-aa a 
rough but good-natured miner who 
paid very little attention to the girl, 
but her dead mother had inaiilied the 
bast.df principlea into her mind, and 
■he yw «^ harmlfifs as she waa light- 
hterted. lA'Ioil of boys had tried to 
muster up courage enough to bo on 
loving terms with her, and Jim Lor- 
ing, whom everybody was fond of, bad 
spent hours simply looking at her, 
until the boys hud laughed him out of 
bis folly, as thoy called it. But another 
had felt the blow much deejicr, for the 
poor little crank, Witsy, had a hungry 
look m he hung around her house, and 
ran all sorts of messagns for her. She 
gave him nothing but kind words in re- 
turn, but he seemed quite satisfied. 

Still, how many of the world's his- 
torical tragedies have been envolvod 
frpm tbe most simple cominencementsi 
A broken sandal caused Neio's irrita- 
tion, which was consummated in the 
burning of Rome; a caprice in fas'iion- 
abte dress led to the ultimate behead- 
ing of Marie Antoinette; a slight attack 
of cold brought about the massacre of 
.Qftptiiin Oook; and Lizzie Butler was 
dettipe4 to wield the fates of three 
Jives in an equally meager manner, 

The Oppenheiniers occasioually flat- 
tered their customurs and thereby ao- 
pelerated their buainfjs by making 
little insigiiilicant presents. One day 
jjiffiie fancied a large bright red hand- 
jt«rohi<'£ To desire it was only to get 
• it, which she did. She had not had it 
many hours before a little of tlio natur- 
al feminine carolessness manifested it- 
self. She left the handkerchief lying 
l^bput and poor "Witsy" found it, But 



with the usual peculiarity of half-wit- 
ted people he was unable to keep it ho- 
cret. Display was his paramount de- 
sire, and when Lizzie found the halul- 
kerchief in his possGHuiou alio hastily 
snittched it from him and gave the im- 
becile » look that would have frozen a 
sane man. But he, with unintelligible 
though plaintive sounds, followed her 
almost on his knees, and the girl knew 
at once that he was pleading for the 
handkerchief as a much.jjrized memen- 
to. "Oome again to morrow," .said Liz- 
zie, and all who saw?the silent "Witsy" 
that night declared there was a holy 
look upon his countenance.

The very thought of hucIi a 
thing seemed a sacrilege, and J im Lor- 
ing's passion went in an inataut leav- 
ing an agonized look upon hia face 
that betokeuect far more aeriouaness 
than any had hitherto imagined.

She saw that Jim's sore point waa the 
little present sho had given Witsy, and 
jokingly she said: "When Witsy givca 
you hi» flag I will give you myself." 
"Done/' said Jim, and , off be went be- 
fore the girl had time to realize that he 
bad taken the foolish speech seriously, 
That very night, as Witsy was asleep, 
with the handkerchief in his breast, he 
waa drugged and relieved of hi-i trea- 
sure, and next day there was an un- 
earthly wailing up at tbe rough ahed 
where Witsy resided. The boy a only 
laughed, for they did not know the 
whole itory, but Witsy wandered 
round and round the field, moaning 
and looking wistfully at every man 
upon Williama' Greek. 

Another night came, and tliia ni^lit, 
ihero was a coteria of friends aaaembl- 
ed in Jim Loriug's cabin. Whisky was 
there gulore, for Jim had called his 
particular friends together to tell them 
of forthcoming good news.

He had, apparently, suffi 
cient sanity to scratch a few notes 
upon the wall, from which it was glean- 
ed thrt be had previously joined the 
United States Army, and had been fol- 
lowed by a much- loved slater to Steila- 
cooni, W. T. There the aiater was be- 
trayed by an officer and disappeared. 
IFitsy — who never disclosed , his, real 
name — deserted and fled to the British 
Columbia diggings, thinking he had a 
clue to his sister's whereabouts. The 
ardor of his search and the privations 
lie endured had crazed the man, and 
when he met Lizzie Butler he conceiv- 
ed a madman's idea that she waa his 
lost sister;!' whoso portrait be carried 
with him — the one which bore so life- 
like a resemblance to Lizzie. 

ITell, it's a sorry story, but Ned 
Buckley (gained (joaseaaion of thohaud- 
kerchiof and has it atill, and it was only 
the fact of this well knov.'u actor wear- 
ing the relic in Joaquin Miller's play of 
"Oregan" that recalled these melanchol- 
ly reminisoences.

THB OOVJSOIL AND TEIE POLIOS 
SEMOEANT. 

Ab LaB beeu proviounly asserted u poU- 
tioQ of o-ver three bundrod uftuies has been 
Landod in to the. city oouuoil recjueBting 
that .lohn Flewin, -who, for good aud aufll- 
oieal reaaoaa, resigned , his poBition an 
polioe jergeimt, be teinstated. ' Au author- 
ity has rehjarked "that a petition could be 
got up in tbiwoountry to hang a man," aud 
-we proaume that many , who signed the 
petition referred to did aot at all consider 
the consequences; considering the fault of 
Mr. Flewin thoy may have thought the 
volition would bo of Uttlo avail, yfo are 
uware that many of our leading citizens 
poBitivfly refuHuIl to aigu the dooumout, 
believing it preBumptuous to outortaiu the 
idea set forth. However, it would seoui 
that a'majority of the oouuoil have promised 
to vote-'Mr. Flewin sergeant again, some of 
them ooiqipg to snob a oonclusiou through 
the presBure ojt the petitiou. As a capable 
oftloer there is perhaps little to be said 
agftiuBt Mr. Flewin. But there are. other 
ie(luiBite8 neoessary to enable a man to till 
an otlien of trust th;iti that of ability, and it 
has boon coucUi.sivily proved by a jury of 
his couutryuieii that Mr. L'lowni is not a 
lit porsou to occupy the second post in the 
guardianship of the peace and mora!'' ■ •' 
Victoria. It had beuii thought at lirat 
no mention would bo ueoimsary in the pub- 
lic pr«as to induce ilr. Flewiu's resignation, 
but this proved incorrect, for the superin- 
tendent of police failed in his duty in not 
at once auBpending him pending the actiou 
of the council. Mr. Flewin, underpressure 
of newspaper aud judioiab- criticism of his 
conduct, resigned. The members of the 
council, instead of following the plain line 
of their duty, have deferred the matter of 
appointing a .substitute to fill th'j post of 
sergeant, though they appointed a consta- 
ble to fill the vauanoy caused by the neces- 
sary promotion. And now it is said that 
they intend to decline Mr. Flewin's resigna- 
tion. After the facts developed at the trial, 
considering the strong censure of 
Judge iGlray in delivering his judg- 
unent,' it is not n hard m.ittor 
for the men who have been entrusted with 
the guidance of civic affairs to recognize 
their duty. They Lavo recoynizud it, but 
out of the fear of losing a little cheap popu- 
larity, perhaps, they have given it out that 
they are going to neglect the true interests 
of the city. There are, no doubt, certain 
cironmstances to be considered in the case, 
but there can bo uo question of the fact 
that Mr. Flewin has committed a flagrant 
breach of moraility- while holding the posi- 
tion of police .sergeant. He has shown 
' flondnaively that he is not competent to fill 
snob au office of trust and responsibility, 
and if the council persist in reinstating him 
it will be in violution of the great trust re- 
posed iu them, aud we are certain that they 
will bring down on themselves the censure 
of the greater portion ot the community. 
We are reluctantly compelled to thus 
refer to this matter, aud would have 
been gratified if the council had saved u.-i 
from bringing it into such notoriety, but 
Me oonsi(der the good name of tbeoity^and 
the discipline ot the police force at stake, 
and are compelled to remonstrate against, 
and if possible avert, the intended mis- 
take. 

TEB QEEAT -'MIXKB AND MUD- 
DLER." 

The Times regards the Montreal Star as 
an authority on all matters political. It 
treated us in its iasue of Thursday to "a 

thoughtful, well-written article" from that 

journal iu its issue of the 4th instant, 
on the -'boodlers" in the conserva- 
tive camp. Yesterday it gave us a garbled 
report, with local i-.llusions, of Sir Uichard 
Cartwrigbt's speech at Seaforth. Our con- 
temporary did not dare to publish the 
subjoined extract from that speech which 
we now spare it the trouble of doing just to 
show the kind of man the great "mixer and 
muddler," one of the lights of the liberal 
party, is. The"' following is from the 
Montreal Star, of the 5th instant, which 
the Times evidently believes an oracle, 
and is a "thoughtful and well-written 
article," worthy of most Ciireful perusal: 
Sir Kiehard Curtwright muile a most re- 
markable speech at Suaforth the other day. 
After touching on many political ([uesiiouH 
he said, according to the Globe'n report: 
"Now, BometimeB it may bo your clear duty 
aaUberalB to oppose the popular will." Ue 
proceeded to say that the time might como 
when they would be justified in taking up 
arms. "It is a hard thing to say," he con- 
tinued, "but it might in extreme cases be- 
come you duty to die, as did the *^p!>rtans 
at Thermo))yUu. and to say to a tyrannical 
majority, 'Well, then, so be it, but over our 
dead bodies first.' ( Loud uiiplauso. ) It is 
a grim duty for a man to take lus own life 
and the lives of others iu his hand, and I 
can give you but this consolation. Few 
and rare are the cases in which a resolute 
minority have really made up their minds 
to die sooner than yield their just rights, in 
which the majority have not thought better 
of it, and offered forms of honorable capitu- 
lation." 

Thou after .j noting an extrnet fro"i n 
speech by the llois. Ivl'.viird Hlakc iu wi. 
lie referred to- the old civil warn in Kngland 
aud said, "God forbid that wo Canadians 
obould forget for a moment that the corudr 
swne of our liberty is the sacred right to 
resist," Sir Richard Cnrtwright proceeiled 
as follows:

France, 
Spain, Ouba and other countries. It ia 
true that tho audicncoa of Sir Richard 
Cattwright are not an e.xciliiMe nor as 
easily moved to wioliaico as the ypaiiiards 
and Mexicans, but in a vast country 
like Canada suttled by people of various 
nationalitioB, there arc certain to bo sec- 
tiona of tho people wlit^ feel theraselvea 
iijj-jrod and opproHsod by the rule of tho 
luiijnrity. It in iinpnaaiblo to pluaso 
ovory oi'.o, niid tho oidy way yet devised 
of carrying on governtnrnt by thu people 
IS to «ivo effect to tho will of tho majori- 
ty, Chora is little likelihood that tho 
ha'lt-b>*o'=<i risiMK in the Northwest will bo 
coDeated, bu' there are disoontontod elo-

Quebec that had ho lived on this banks of 
tho Snakatchowan he vs'ould huvo used his 
muakot against Cimadiaii vulniiteerH ai.d 
Sir Richard Oartwright tulliiig tho liber- 
als of Ontario that it may vut be their 
dutyito1a|ciai up arms against tku inajonty 
'A the danadian puoplu, it ti\i»y bo niicua- 
Bary before long to increase our standing 
army. Down in Nova Seolia .loveral luni- 
drod thousand liberals boliuvo th.\t tiioy 
are being groatly opprefsed by tho Oiina- 
dian people, and *iah to out Iuobo from 
the Dominion. Suppose iihoy should be 
enoouragod by the speeohea .o{/< Sir Biok- 
ard Oartwright to rise in rebellion we 
would have a civil war, compared with 
which tho Northwci-t rebuUioii was a 
mere nothing. It is a recognized princi- 
ple of civilization that a people who can- 
not put down insurrections are m t capa- 
ble of govecnioR themselves, and ia what- 
ever cause insurrections may arise, pa- 
triotic Canadians will answer the call of 
duty as promptly as they did in the case 
of tho Northwest rebellion. There is no 
danger that a disobntuntod and robelliou.s 
minority will ever bo able to overthruw 
the rule of the majority in Canada by a 
resort to arms, but many precious lives 
might be lost before tho minority were 
taught the tirat principles of deihocruic 
government. It ia bad enougli to 
oxaggorato tho Oanadiaii public dobt 
and Canadian taxation, making falsu 
and unfavorable oomparisonB wi it 
the United States; 'it is unpntnotic 
enough to oppose all the great railway and 
coininorcial uiidert '.kinga of the Domin- 
iun, and t ilfu a possiiniatic view of every- 
thiiic Uanadiuii; but it is inliiiltely wor.tu 
to incite tho ininnrity nf the penple to 
tiko arma agaiuBt iho mu/brity, or even to 
tell them that it may be necessary to do 
jO in future. Apart from the effect that 
£uch speechea h'lve U])on our own pouple, 
they groatly injure t'anndii abroad and 
frighten away tho most desirable eliis.-i of 
Linii^rants. The more fact that 0.iii:ivl'. 
ia a dependency of a ljuropeiin uinnarchy, 
Bonds thousands of liberty-loviiit; tiiT- 
raans and Norwegians to the United 
States which they mistikenly suppose is u 
freer country than Canada. Tho publi- 
cation of tho spoochus of Canadian pol- 
iticians conveying tho idea that Canada 
13 subject to despotic rule, will tend t i in- 
crease the prejudice against Canada. And 
such speeohea or caricatures of them are 
nearly always rapubliahed in Ainonoan 
papers where are they are read by tlmu- 
sanda of people, who, writing huiiiu In 
friends in Kuropo wlio may have tluuight 
of emigrating to Canada, advise them to 
tho United States instead. Sir Kioliard 
Cartwright may not have intended to do 
any harm, but whatever tho intentions of 
the speaker, such Icnguafte is dangerous. 
Sir Richard calls himself a liberal, 
but it has generally been assumed that 
rule of the majnrity was one of the 
principles of liheralisin. 

And this is the wandering knight of tho 
liberal party, who was a conservative and 
ia now a liberal, who denies to-day what 
he afhrmed yesterday, this the man who 
prates of patriotism and loyalty and yat 
deliberately incites tlie people of our fair 
young Dominion to insurrection. NV'e 
are reminded in his case ot Dryden'a 
terse portraiture of Zimri: 

"Stiff In opinions, always In thu wrong; 
Wa» overytliiuK by starts, ami iiuthinK long; 
But in the course of uno rov.iU uig moon. 
Was ehjmiat, lldiilur, Mat..aiiiaii and buffMQ."

Owing to a fashionable entertain- 
ment given to-night in tho Grand Opera 
bouse for the benefit of the Charleston 
earthquake sutfurers the mauageri of the 
contest have arranged that Sullivan and 
Ryan shall not appear until 11 o'clock. 
Tho men will 6ght with 4 ounce gloves 
and under tho revised Queenibury- rules. 
Put Sheedy, Sullivan's manager, saya to- 
night the match will not last 16 minutes, 
that Sullivan intends to knock Ryan out 
80 suddenly that ho won't even give the 
police a chance to interfere. 

As early as 7 o'clock the doors of the 
pavilion were besieged by an eager crowd 
impatiently awaiting admission. When 
at last the doors were drawn open the 
rush to obt'iin good seats was so greak 
that many ])ooplo wero crushed, if not 
seriously injured When all were insido 
the pavilion it contained 9,000 people. 
Sheedy was surpriaed. He said he never 
saw such a housu before, except one in 
Madiaon square garderi in New 'York. At 
exactly 11:50 the two Btira, Sullivan and 
llyan tnado their appoaranoo. Ryan was 
the tirat to trip lightly up the stairs of the 
platform. As he stripped off hia coat hd 
was loudly cheered. Sullivan followed 
and was greeted with deafening applause. 
Five minutefi wont by before tho men 
took their corners and anotherfourelapaed 
before time was called. After shaking 
liamla the two men sparred for tivo aoo- 
ond'i f<n- an opening, when Ryan sudden- 
ly let out with hia right, catching 
Sullivan on the right oheek. Yells 
of "Good for you, Paddy" were 
hoard lall over tho houBO. From thii 
momont both fought savagely, Ryan load- 
ing throughout Ryan followed up with an- 
other right hander on the cheek and at- 
..tempted to follow up with a stomach 
blow hit short. For the first minute the 
fighting was so aevore that Ryan then be- 
gan to show signs of failing wind. Sul- 
livan took advantage of this and made a 
rush at llyan when both clinched, but 
wore quickly separated. Second round: 
Ryan again forced fighting, but with less 
apparent otTect, though he reached Sul- 
livan's face and body several times. He 
had lost some of his power throagh becom- 
ing winded, Sullivan on noticing thia 
started to force the light, and leading, 
reached for him and landed a body blow 
which downed Ryan amid loud cheers. 
Thia was repeated twice. Ryan essayed 
tho tactics of clinching to avoid punish- 
ment, and at the end of the round it 
was apparent that Ryan's chances for a 
victory wero gone. The third round was 
a regular slugging match. Sullivan being 
in bettor wind forced the fight from the 
start, but both men showed signs of hesvy 
punishment. After the third pass Sulli- 
van sent in a terrific right-hander on 
Ryan's jaw, which aent him gpinning to 
the ropes, a clean knock-down. Tho 
blow so rattled Ryan it waa with some 
difficulty he stageored to his feet. He 
shook himself together, and in a dazed 
way led oil for Sullivan's face. The latter 
stopped it prettily and then repeated hia 
right-handers on Ryan's jaw. The blow 
was so violent and woll-directBiithat 
Ryan wont down aa if shot out of a 
cannon. It was a knock-out of the cle&n-" 
est kind. Ryan lay on the floor utterly 
unable to move. The police rushed in, 
but it was too late. There was nothing 
to do; the fight was ended. SolIiTan 
waived tho time keepers back so as to see 
if Ryan had anything more to say. 
When time was called, Ryan was still on 
the floor. Sullivan then stooped down, 
raised him up, carried bim to his corner, 
and the crowd quickly dispersed, amid 
shouts for Sullivan,

BURNED IN THE STRAITS. 

Complete Details of the Loss of 
the Webfoot. 



A reporter of The Colonist iulorviewod 
Capt. Yeates of the British bark Webfoot of 
Belfast, 1061 tons, from Taooma to Oallao, 
lumber laden. She was owned by W. J. 
Woodaide. Belfast, and is consigned bv^tba 
Tacoma MilliuK Oo. to Grace Bros., Oallao. 
Her oargo consisted of 8G'2,000 feet of lum- 
ber and 200 cases of salmon. 

Kelalive to tho barniog of tho Webfoot 
Capt. Yeates reports that he left Port 
TownHciul on WeduoHday at 5 o'clock p.m.,- 
and towod out to Capo Flattery arriving at 
5 o'clock Thursday morning. At '.) o'clock 
a. m. he found the ship making water, and 
took iu light Kailu, and at 10 o'clock a. m. 
took iu upper topsails, and mainsail, at 
the same time putting the ship on the star- 
board taok. It was blowing bard from the 
Boatheast with a heavy soathwest sea. She 
made six feet of water from 8 u. m. to 10 
a. ia., and at 4 p. m. he found 
that she was not making so {uach 
water on the starboard tack, and had to 
go on the port tack. He then commenced 
throwing tho deck load otf, while it was 
still bloiving very heavy with squalls from 
the southeast. At midnight iho wind 
veered more to the southwest and wore 
the ship around on the starboard tack. 
The weather then continued thick and 
foggy with light winds up to 8 a. ra. Fri- 
day, fniding Ciipo Flattery then bearing 
east by north, diataot 30 miles wind west. 
He kept the ahip hoadud for the Vancou- 
ver shore by the wind. At noon tho crow 
came aft saying they wished the nhip to 
be put back as alio was making too much 
water to proceed on the voyage. lie kept 
tho ship headed for Rnyal roada, at 4 
p. m., Cape Kl.ittLM-y l)eiiig aouthoaat. At 
5 p. m. liu touk a pilot iin board. .\1 T 
p. in. the ahip wh.i reported to bo 
ON FlRi:. 

All hands were called on dujk and they 
atroggled bravely to subdue the fl.iniea 
which vvoie iu the after hatch. The miz 
zuii staysail was placed over tho after 
hatch and they then commenced throwing 
water into the hold at the inizzen niuat. 
One part of tho crew worked at tho lire 
while the other made the boats ready aft 
so as to have them clear and ready fur 
any emergency. 

About 10 p. m. all hands went 
into the boats, except Oaptiiu Yeates 
with one Bailor who remained on board, 
Hteering for tho south shore. They stayed 
by the vessel until the poop, deck fell iu. 
The loss of the doomed ship at this hour 
was inevitaWle and. they took to the boats 
over the stern. At this time she waa 

ONK MASS OF FIBIC, 

and the lurid flames shot up into thp air, 
making a sorry spectacle of brilliant gran- 
deur for the captain and his crew. Captain 
Yeates then consulted with tho pilot, who 
thought it advi.sable to got theboat.s aahore. 
The captain, mate and three men stayed by 
the ship until 7 a. m. yesterday movuiug, 
when the second mate and two of the men 
got on board tho tug, though the 
captain and one man stood bj- tho 
burning vessel until six o'clock last even- 
ing when they were obliged to abandon her 
to her fate, and boarded the Pilot, which 
brought them to Victoria st 11 o'clock last 
night. On her homeward trip tho «hip'.s 
boats taken in tew lillcd with water and 
broke adrift. The Webfoot at that timu 
was burned to the water's edge, and all 
the spars, bowsprit, beams and anchors 
wore destroyed. The Webfoot was 
classed Al^ for four years in Ameri- 
can Lloyds from October last, tho 
crew numbering j aixteen. Tho voaacl 
was burned near Clallam Bay and 
was abandoned a few miles from shore at 
thia point; she is a total loss and the ainouii' 
of insurance on vessel and cargo, - if any, 
ia not known. Captain Yeates waa coai- 
pletuly exhauated labl night and did nut 
feel equal to giving an exaet description 
of the disaster.

the sentiment ovtfr this last atrocious 
case. After tne meotiiit,' an attempt wab 
made to lynch tho prijoner, but was re- 
siatrid through thu buld front presented 
by the police. 

During the afternoon, when tho rifles 
were being tired by tho police to teat 
them, tho prisunor heard tiio sound of 
firing, and it is stited that with every 
diioharge he quivered like an aspen leaf . 
He was seen to-night during the demon- 
stration in front of the jail, and was in a 
condition of tho most iibj->ot fear. Uo 
could aoirc ily fr.imu his lipa to anawor 
the questions put to him. That his fears 
were real was evidenced by tho first ques- 
tion ho asked as soon as he composed 
himself sufficiently to speak, "Have they 
got a big cannon to bombard the jail, and 
will they net in ]" Ho was assured that 
he waa safo for tho preaunt, but ho re- 
mained in a oontinuea state of cowardly 
trepidation. It ia the t^eneral opinion that 
his counsel will ask for n chaiiLje of venue 
on the (ground of the public opinion do- 
monatrai^ed to-night and it is believed tl-at 
this will bo granted. At this hour every- 
thing is quiet, but a gu ud at the county 
jail will bo maintained all iiiijht. 

Mrs. George 0. Buaehold, wife of a 
saloon keeper on Kearney alreet near 
Jabkaon street, reported to the police 
this morninw! that her hushuid assaulted 
her last nitjht and threatjued to kill hor. 
A warrant for Buaehold'a arrest was given 
to Officer Kelly to servo. Kolly wont to
